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Minnesota State Fair 
Light Showing Animals But Good Quality 


1931 showing Guernseys the Minnesota 
State Fair was high quality, but the number 
entries was the smallest number years. 

This fair competed for exhibits with four other state 
fairs the section that have their shows during the 
same week. This, along with the dry weather, helped 


juni ion bull Minnesot® 
hold down the usual good number cattle shown. 
Carlton County, Minnesota, which has long been noted 
dairy county, again presented pleasing county 
herd, which along with the herd Minnewashta Farm, 
owned Page, the Boulder Bridge Farm Com- 
pany, Excelsior, Minnesota, and the herd owned 
Joseph Golinvaux Waterloo, Iowa, made the 
Guernsey show. 

the individual classes, eight the blues were won 
the Boulder Bridge Farm Company and four were 
won Joseph Golinvaux. All the groups were won 
the Boulder Bridge Farm Company with the excep- 
Hennepin County was first and Carlton County second. 
Langwater Waldorf 128541 competed with Caumsett 
Harvester 145445, both shown the Boulder Bridge 
Farm Company, owned Dayton, winner the 
aged and three year old bull classes, and Highland Place 
Troubadour 157772, owned jointly Mrs. Snyder 
and Joseph Golinvaux for senior champion honors, the 
purple being won, without question, Langwater Wal- 
dorf 128541. 

The competition for junior championship was keen 
between the senior yearling bull, Highland Place Ga- 
briel 172605 and Highland Place Minnesinger 191897, 
both exhibited Joseph Golinvaux, the judge pre- 
ferring the calf because his extreme style and breed 
character head, deep rib and smoothness top. Mr. 
Golinvaux’s fine showing bulls keeping with the 
excellent exhibits that has had state fairs this 
section and the Waterloo and National Dairy Shows 
for many years. Thesenior and grand champion award 
went Langwater Waldorf 128541. This bull has been 
exhibited the Boulder Bridge Farm Company 
seven shows during the past two years, and all but 
two them has been awarded the senior and grand 
championship. This bull not only won the grand cham- 


pionship award, but was also the sire three the 
open class winners and the junior champion heifer, 
Boulder Bridge Dora 313464, very large, smooth, 
straight top, senior yearling. the two year old fe- 
male class, the first three and the fifth place heifers were 
sired Langwater Waldorf 128541. The grand cham- 
pion bull also sired the first prize get sire. 

One the most pleasing exhibits consisted the 
three first prize senior heifer calves, sired Caumsett 
Harvester 145445. They, along with another heifer, 
winner the junior yearling class, sired this same 
bull, made about uniform calf herd one could 
hope breed. Joseph Golinvaux exhibited out- 
standing produce dam the two daughters May 
Rose Mere 108102. This exceptionally strong 
produce also won the Iowa State Fair, one the 
largest produce dam classes ever shown that fair. 

The great honor showing the grand champion fe- 
male the show went Mr. Golinvaux the excep- 
tionally smooth three year old, Queen May Rose 
Mere 262097. This beautiful three year old was also 
grand champion the Central States Exposition 
Aurora, Illinois. She combines beautiful breed char- 
acter about the head and neck, with strong heart, 
smooth top line, and exceedingly well shaped udder. 
She was very deserving winner this honor. 

The herd Page, while not winning any 
the blues, made very creditable showing. One 
Mr. Page’s sires, Boulder Bridge Silver King 178871, 
that out the world’s record cow, Silverwood Diana 
82940, was second prize two year old. Mr. Page also 
showed the third prize two year old. Fairydale Rex 
108301, last year’s winner the aged bull class, stood 
second Langwater Waldorf 128541. This bull not 
only has pleasing type, but has sired great many very 
high producing daughters. owned Arveson 
Brothers Barnum, Minnesota. 

very attractive booth was maintained the State

Local Herds Make Feature Show 


State Fair, from the standpoint both numbers 

and quality, was perhaps one the most out- 
standing shows the history the fair, far Guern- 
sey cattle are concerned. the twenty-three exhibit- 
ors, seventeen were from Iowa. The fact that seven- 
teen Iowa herds had exhibits this year’s fair argues 
well for the future the Guernsey breed Iowa. 

The fine interest shown Iowa breeders exhibit- 
ing cattle during the past few years the state fair has 
had definite results each year the exhibits from these 
herds have steadily improved. would error 
not comment the uniformly good herd cattle 
exhibited this year Joseph Golinvaux Waterloo. 
every class where the animals this herd won, they 
were very worthy firsts and always gave strong competi- 
tion every class, both the male and female classes. 
Iowa can feel justly proud the quality the cattle 
exhibited its own breeders. 

One the first county herds exhibited was 
shown Fayette County. most shows one finds 
few weak classes, but this could not said this 
year’s show every class the competition for the 
blue was keen and many the decisions were very close. 
The Iowa breeders and other exhibitors were pleased 
have Professor Earl Weaver, formerly head the 
Dairy Husbandry Department Iowa State College 
and now head the Dairy Department the Okla- 
homa Agricultural and Mechanical College, officiate 
judge. Professor Weaver performed difficult task 
with dispatch and was easy well pleasure for 
the ringside follow his work the various classes. 

Another feature the fair was the fact that every 
breeder’s ribbon was given out with the exception 
one third prize the aged bull class. Many these 
went Ransom Farm, which showed animals almost 
entirely their own breeding. This was also true 
the Boulder Bridge Farm Company, Joseph Golin- 
vaux’s herd, and some the others. 

the aged bull class, Langwater Waldorf 128541 
was outstanding winner the blue. The three year 
old class was won Ransom Donnington Secret Star- 
gazer 145323, exhibited Ransom, Homewood, 
Kansas. 
Woodruff and Son Indianola, Iowa, Mayboy’s 
Laddie 147565. This bull was placed third account 
having double goitre. had not been for this 
fact, Judge Weaver would have placed him first and 
stated that would have been strong contender 
for the grand championship honors. The two year 
old class was not strong class bulls, but was headed 
Highland Place Troubadour 157772, owned jointly 
Mrs. Howard Snyder Newton, Iowa, and Joseph 
Golinvaux. This bull has been consistent winner 
during the past three years and has won many junior 
championships. Mr. Golinvaux’s entry also won the 
senior yearling class, while Primrose Farm’s entry was 
winner the junior yearling class, being closely fol- 
lowed Jo-Mar Farm’s entry. 

The senior bull calf class was the outstanding bull 
class the show. Any one the first five would have 
made worthy winners the blue. Highland Place 
Minnesinger 191897, exhibited Joseph Golinvaux, 
won this class and was later made junior champion.

This bull excellent example almost perfect 
blending parts, along with breed character about the 
head, clean cutness over the withers and the thighs, 
good depth heart and middle, along with pleasing 
top. the class was closely followed the Prim- 
rose entry, the third place going Boulder Bridge 
Reliant 193071. 

The senior and grand championship bull honors were 
won that outstanding show bull and sire show 
winners, Langwater Waldorf 128541. The cow class was 
easily headed Akona Cherub Chene Lady 297845, ex- 
hibited Jo-Mar Farm, Salina, Kansas. This cow, 
that was shown last year, much better bloom and 
should furnish real competition for the purple any 
show where exhibited. She shows tremendous heart, 
having great depth both fore and rear rib well 
being well sprung, along with straight top line, level 
rump, and although showing dry this time has every 
indication capacious and well balanced udder. 

the three year old class, find outstanding 
winner Queen May Rose Mere 262097, ex- 
hibited Joseph Golinvaux. This beautiful three 
year old was also grand champion the Central 
States Exposition. She was followed class very 
good animal from Jo-Mar Farm, third prize going 
Primrose Farm’s entry, Happiness Primrose 231848, 
that was junior champion Iowa when she was shown 
senior yearling. 

The two year old class, that was not exceptionally 
strong one, was headed very good animal from 
Boulder Bridge Farm, Boulder Bridge Darcy 313460, 
daughter Langwater Waldorf 128541. 

The contest for the senior championship, which win- 
ner later was made grand champion, was won the 
aged cow from Jo-Mar Farm, the judge preferring her 
maturity, strength, size, little larger udder and more 
veining, the beautiful topped, extreme breed char- 
acter, exceptionally well placed teats, smooth three 
year old shown Joseph Golinvaux. 

Ransom Farm won the senior yearling class, being 
very closely followed the two daughters Lang- 
water Waldorf 128541, exhibited the Boulder Bridge 
Farm Company, owned Dayton. The first 
heifer was showing milk and thus had some advan- 
tage over the second and third heifers. Boulder Bridge 
Delaire 313463, the second prize heifer this class, was 
smoother heifer and had more size and scale than the 
first prize heifer. 

The junior yearling class was headed extremely 
smooth daughter Caumsett 145445, 
Boulder Bridge 340048, exhibited Boulder 
Bridge Farm, followed good entry from Jo-Mar 
Farm, third prize going the Primrose Farm entry. 
Caumsett Harvester 145445 was also the sire the 
winner, Boulder Bridge Esther 340050, exhibited 
Boulder Bridge Farm, perhaps the strongest and 
most closely contested female class—the senior heifer 
class. This exceptionally fine heifer later was worthy 
winner junior champion female honors and was fol- 
lowed class good entry from Joseph Golinvaux’s 
Farm, third place going Jo-Mar Farm and fourth 
Primrose. The judge stated that any one the top 


ten animals would have made worthy winner the 
blue. 


each group there were more than nine en- 
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tries. The strongest group was perhaps the produce 
dam class, which there were fifteen entries. This 
class was won the produce May Rose Mere 
108102, exhibited Joseph Golinvaux. The two 
which made this produce were exceptionally typy 
and were outstanding. 

The calf herd exhibited Boulder Bridge Farm was 
extremely uniform, all having straight tops, breedy 
heads, excellent ribbing and dairy quality and they were 
followed exceptionally good entry Joseph 
Golinvaux. The get sire class was won Primrose 
Farm, followed Joseph Golinvaux. The graded 
herd and yearling herds were won Boulder Bridge 
Farm.

ORTY Guernsey breeders and 4-H club boys 
showed ninety-seven head excellent Guernsey 
cattle the last the three Maryland Guernsey 
field days, sponsored the Maryland Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association. Although the two previous 
shows were the highest type and the best ever held 
the Eastern Shore Rocks, the Carroll County en- 
thusiasts broke all past field day records. Over 500 
people attended the show and crowded around the ring- 
side until the last classes were judged. 

Joe Broadhurst, manager Locust Grove Dairies, 
Westville, New Jersey, who judged the cattle Rocks 
the day previous, officiated judge this show. Most 
the classes were large and competition very keen 
the sixth place. some the classes very creditable 
show animals were left out the money and would have 
made good class had they been the only entries. Mr. 
Broadhurst did his usual careful, painstaking job, and 
his work was universally satisfactory. all classes 
his placings were consistent and never failed start 
with animal that was acceptable the ringside. 


The Bull Classes 


show opened with the bull calf class. Her- 
bert Snyder, Union Bridge, won this class with 
Governor 188105, his excellent son 
Langwater Woodman 136264. This calf, with his 
stretch, his almost perfect topline, his capacity and 
quality, placed him over the good calf, Echo’s Dominic 
Whit-Ridge 190346, owned James Whitridge 
White Hall, calf carrying excellent middle and 
showing lot quality.

Brook Farm, Hampstead, and the grand champion 
the two previous field days for this section, was the out- 
standing winner the class, and was soon led the 
front. However, from the first place down was 
battle royal. Coventry Nemea’s Honour 122098, 
owned Drennan Monkton, the grand cham- 
pion the previous field day Rocks, finally won sec- 
ond over Charter Spring Woods 8th 85989, shown 
Herbert Snyder Union Bridge. The Drennan bull 
won largely his straightness topline, his length 


body, and style. Had Overbrook Sea King 134808, 
owned Harman New Windsor, shown bit 
stronger the heart probably would have stood 
third place because his style and quality. This was 
the best class aged bulls ever shown Maryland 
field day and the general comment around the ringside 
was the effect that excelled many the aged bull 
shows the past Timonium.

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Testing for Abortion 


HOSE who are bit timid about 
having their herds blood tested 
for contagious abortion may get 
some encouragement from the ex- 
perience Liseter Farm, Newtown 
Square, Pennsylvania. This herd, 
numbering sixty-eight head, now 
splendid condition, from breed- 
ing point view, and has recently 
passed its fourth annual blood test 
without single reactor. Its State 
Certificate Number 95, covering 
the blood test, has been renewed 
for the fourth time. 


The background this herd 
relation contagious abortion may 
interest. was founded 
about fifteen years ago breeding 
herd Guernseys and Holsteins. 
Later the Holsteins were closed out 
and the Guernseys kept. The herd 
was headed imported bull 
note and May Rose sire, from 
high Both made good, 
expressed terms tested daugh- 
ters excellent type. 


That some the cows had de- 
veloped more less immunity 
against the Bang bacillus was evi- 
denced the fact that they bred 
regularly, spite its presence 
the herd. When was desirable 
purchase some cows the lead- 
ing eastern sales, and add them 
the herd, more trouble was once 
encountered. The abortions im- 
mediately increased number, 
with the usual accompaniment 
breeding troubles. The situation 
was acute that the owner care- 
fully considered the advisability 
blood testing the whole herd—this 
done from the standpoint 
good business and economy. The 
decision put the herd blood 
tested basis was made the spring 
1927. After the first test was 
completed was found that fifteen, 
just half the milking cows, had 
reacted were highly suspicious. 
They were immediately taken out 
the herd and segregated. 


The negative cattle were fre- 
quently tested during the following 
one and one-half years and, 
positives developed, the state issued 
certificate October, 1928, cer- 
tifying that the herd was free from 
contagious abortion. has 
been made each year since that 
date, without finding single re- 
acting animal. Judging from the 
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number calves carried full term. 
the very small number abortions. 
the number conceptions from 
single services, the 
absence retained placentas and 
udder troubles, and the vigor and 
freedom from disease the calves, 
there every reason believe that 
there contagious abortion 
this herd the present time. 

The breeding records show that, 
the time blood testing, 
there was more less abortion each 
year, with the usual accompanying 
retained afterbirths and failure 
breed. Although the number 
milking cows varied from twenty- 
five thirty, 1925 only two heifer 
calves were registered; 1926, six; 
1927, after blood testing, eleven; 
1928, seventeen; thirteen 1929; 
1930, sixteen, and, Septem- 
ber 1931, nine. Before blood 
testing the herd was hardly holding 
its own point numbers. 

interest know that the 
positive animals did not prove 
very profitable. Failure breed 
and abortion soon reduced their 
numbers. The fifteen positive cows 
that were taken out the herd when 
the first blood test was made 
1927, four years ago, have produced 
eleven heifer calves. This clearly 
indicates how they 
have been from breeding stand- 
point.
